ACaseNimiinr to That of the Presldont—
Mis Tenneliy of Life,

Cadet Midshipman James J, G, Cooper,
.8 N, died of pysmin Insgt Friday moming at
the Naval Hosplial In this elty, He participated
in the Oarfleld (naugural procession on the dth of
March, and was taken sick on the next day,
Blood polsoning soon developed. He wasted 1o n
mere skeleton, and lierally died by Inches. An
vutllne of the symptoms of this ease, as exhitried
up o the 20h of last August, was pubilished In
THE RErvoLican of that date, The sympioms in
Midshipman Cooper's ¢asn wore the same from
nearly the beginnlng up 0 a short Ume ago ws
those whieh bave developed (n Oeneral Garfield's
case, Farillel records of thesd enses wore kopt by
the surgouns In charge at the Naval Hosplital, and
were lnspeeted and compared dally with groat in-
terest by loading members of the medionl profus-
slon In this city. In several important and very

There was the gradual and seady sinking; the
ocensfonal Indieations of revival of returmdng
strongth, always followed (sometimes soddenly)
by relupses to a vory low eondition, and (he flug.
tustionn and gradoal incrense of the average
pulse,  Yonng Cooper was hopeful, and on several
oceaslons he Imagined himself 80 far (mproved
thot he doclared himself convalescent and ready
to leave hils sick bed; but In ench Instance ho saf-
fered a rolapss within a fow hoors afterward and
sank almost to death, subsequently rliying, and
agaln seemingly mending, and recovering some-
what In vital power; yet at no thoe did he recu-
porate o an oxtent suflelent to bring hiw up to
